The Court.—This application has been taken out under 
the Representation of Peoples Act, 1960—61 in respect of 
the election for 10 Bnrrackpot'e Parliamentary Constituency 
held on 6th January, 1980 by Debi Ghosal against Md. 
Ismal and others including Budhadev Bhattacharyya, Sri 
Jvoti Basil, Hon'ble Chief Minister, Md. Amin, IJasim Abdul 
HaJini & Others. The petitioner in the said election peti- 
I’On prayed for a declaration that the election of the res¬ 
pondent no, 1 Md. Ismail from the said parliamentary consti¬ 
tuency wa.s void, a declaration that the petitioner had been 
dUv elected from the said constituency, an order of injunc¬ 
tion restraining the respondent no. 1 from attending sessions 
of the house of the people (Lnk Sabha) as a vaTidity elected 
candidate and from obtaining any privilages with regard 
thereto. 

Thereafter an application was taken out by Budhadev 
Bhattacharyya. the Hon’ble Chief Minister Jyoli Bnsu, 
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arid Hasin Abdul Halim for striking out their nameg from 
the said election petition and from expunging all reference 
of the respondent nos. 6 , 7 and 9 from the said election 
petition and also expunging all statements, allegations and 
for dismissal of the said election petition. On 3rd of 
July, 1978 after hearing the respective parties Mr. Justice 
Salil Kumar Roychoudhury (as he then was) passed no 
order on the application made by the respondents and 
directed the respondents to file the written statements and 
to discover documents and the matter was directed to appear 
in the list of 2nd of September, 1980. 

The petitioner contested the said Lok Sabha election held 
in the year 1980 from the Barrackpore Parfiamentarv Consti- 

tLiency held on 6th of January, 1980 as a candidate sponsor¬ 
ed by the Indian National Congress led by Smt. Indira 

Gandhi. The symbol was re-pictiiro of hand. The total 
number of voters in the voter’s list in the said parlia¬ 

mentary constituency was -6,98,700 approximately. The 
total number of voters who had polled m the said election 
as reported in the leading newspapers of the State of West 
Bengal was 472239 and the number of invalid votes was 
given in the said newspapers as 12221. The petitioner stated 
that under the J..cft Front Government, an organisation of 
the governnsint employees subserment to the political inte¬ 
rest of the said left front Government were activised and 
the said organisation of the Government employees was 
commonly known as Coordination Committee. These mem¬ 
bers of the Coordination Committee were placed in various 
important and crucial posts including election office of the 
Chief Electoral Officer, \5icst Bengal. The entire set up includ¬ 
ing the pofice forces of West Bengal were made subservient 
to the political intcie^ of the left front parties. The 
enumerators appointed for preparing the electoral roll were 
mostly members and supporters gf the said Coordination Com¬ 
mittee. As a resuTt they did not include the names of several 
hundred of genune voters and excluded the names of several 
hundred genuine voters so that mass scale rigging could be 
perpetrated in the said election in favour of the candidates 
of the Left Front. All these, according to (he petitioner 
were done with the consent, knowfedga and connivance of 
the respondents. The petitioners repeated protest went 
unheaded by the respondent no. 6. ’The petitioner's further 
contention was that in the said Barrackpore Constituency, the 
draft electoral roll contained 1,10,000 fictitious names of 
voters who were either real or bogus or had left the con¬ 
stituency. Numerous representations were made bv the 
petitioner against such retention of name of fictitious bogus 
dead and non-exisfant voters, which were the wrongful acts 
of the members and supporters of the Coordination Com¬ 
mittee. Tnspite of such objection, protest and complaints 
the electoral roll was published containing the same names. 
The petitioner filed his nomination paper for the said elec¬ 
tion and the cTection for that constituency took place on 
6th of January, 1980. The voting was done on the 7th 
of January, 1980 which continuesl fill 8th of January. 1980. 
The result of the said election was published in Calcutta 
Tasting papers whereunder it was shown that the respondent 
no, 1 Md, Tirinail obtained 266698 votes whereas the peti¬ 
tioner obtained 162770 votes and there were other candidates 
aTso. If was the pefifioner’s case that more than 1,10,000 
voters were cast falsely by the members and supporters’ 
of the T.eft Fronjt Government with the help of the fictitious 
names such the petitioner contended that he would he 
able to demonstrate upon di.scovery and inspec¬ 
tion of the balTot papers compared with the official elec¬ 
toral roll at the time of he.iring of this application. Apart 
from that the petitioner contends that various corrupt prac¬ 
tices had been resoited to, union influence had been 
practised unfair means were adopted .such included misuse 
of the government fund to the tune of one lakh bv producing 
a cinematographic film in the bengali language made bv 
Canachitra under the name “Jaruri Ahsatar Dushwapna”. 
and caused the said films to be shown in various 
centres of the constituency in order to influence the areas 
and therebv culling upon the voters not to vote in favour 
of the petitioner in as much as his candidature hud been 
Sponsored by the Indian National Congress Ted by Smt, Indira 
Gandhi where it was stated in the said film that she was a 
murderer and dictator during her Prime Ministership in 
India until 1977. Bengali Drama as ‘Kalo Flaat’ was stazed 
by professional groups of actors and acforesscs by calling 
upon the voters of the said constituency not to vote for 


the petitioner and | or the symbol of hand. The respondent 
in collusion and conspiracy with each other made false 
^reatlon through publication of wall posters, wall writing, 
leaflets, hand bills, depicting or showing that the petitioner 
was a murderer of Seven persons in Barasat and called 
upon the voters not to vote in favour of the petitioner in 
as much as the petitioner would again murder persons in 
the constituency if elected. The petitioner slated that he 
WHS not a murderer, nor any criminal charge had been 
brought against him. Articles were published in the maga¬ 
zine Paschimbanga at the Government expenses whciein the 
slogans, writings, articles were printed in the same manner 
and language as depicted in the Left Front Posters, hand 
bills etc. Several hundred wall posters, writings pamphlets 
were published where Smt. Indira Gandhi was shown ns a 
snake, vulture, witch, murderer with the caption as a killer 
of democracy thereby calling upon the voters not to cast 
any vote in favour of the petitioner In as much as he 
was sponsored by [he party led by Smt. Indira Gandhd. 
Even in the election speech delivered, the petitioner was 
mentioned as a murderer, The Hon'ble Chief Minister held 
several meetings at Mir Naibati Railway Ground, 
Ramnagar Annapurna Cotton Mills Ground Gandhi More 
in suport of the respondent No. 1 by using West Bengal 
Government vehicle at llie Government expenses. Similarly, 
Md„ Amin at the government expenses disregarding alf laws 
regarding the prohibition of publicity went on- canvassing 
to the voters. The petitioner lodged corpplaint to the 
Officer-in-Charge of the Election Office at Barrackpore and 
craved reference to the receipt granted by the said respon¬ 
dent. Mr. Hasim Abduf Halim also travelled by Govern¬ 
ment vehicles at Governnuuu expenses and hcltl several 
election meetings. According to the petitioner on the date 
of the election there was false voting impersonation of 
voters in mass scale in a pre-planned manner in the said 
coastituency, who cast votes in favour of the respondent 
No. 1. Even duplicate and false ballot papers had been 
inserted in the ballot boxes. A few of such ballot papers 
stamped in favour of the respondent No, 1 were found by 
the petitioner, a little distance away from the polling 
station No. 60. Some of the bailof papers did not contain 
any serial number. Under the circumstances the petitioner 
asserted that upon examination of the ballot papers of the 
said constituency several lakhs of false and duplicate ballot 
papers would be found which had been inserted in the 
polling booths at the in.stance of the resoondent No. 1 m 
collusion and conspiracy with the respondent Nos, 6, 7. 8 
and 9. Even ballot papers purportedly signed by the 
Fresiding Officer and stamped in favour of the respondent 
No, 1 was lyinjj,. on the ground. The petitioner gave 
these particulars of rigging, which according to the petitioner 
took place at the time of counting of votes. In the petition 
itself. Peoples or the organisers of the petitioner who 
were conducting the election compaign on behalf of the 
petitioner were arrested by the police authorities on false 
and frivolous charges. The petitioner’s grievances was 
that undue influcnee, corrupt practice rigging, manipulation 
of votes went on in an unprecedented scale with the 
Bclivc connivance with the assistance of Government 
Officers, Police authorities, Hon’ble Ministers, so that the 
respondent No. 1 could win the election. The petitioner 
bv letters brought it to the notice of the Returning Officer. 
Apart from that huge members were brought with the 
constent of the respondent No, 1 as also respondent Nos. 
6, 7. 8 and 9 who carried huge quantities of arms and 
amunition with them. These persons hed criminal records 
and were notorious hoodlums for the purpose of creating 
troubles in the polling booths and creating an atmosphere 
of disturbance and vioTence in the polling booths to frighten 
awav the genuine votci'r, Thg rctitioner informed the 
Sub-divisional Assistant and Returning Officer and relied 
iinou copies of such letters. All the complaints made by 
flic petitioner in writing to the District Magistrate District 
Returning Officer, 2A-Pargnnas. Chief Election Otfficer, 
West Bengal had been duTy informed. Even In the counting 
agents some members of the Coordinafion Comniittee 
participated to mapipulafe counting of votes. Even some 
voters were wrongfully Pol allowed for casting their votes 
by the Presiding Officer. Various other seriout; allegations 
has been made by the petitioner. The petitioner reilcd 
upon various documentary evidence in support of his con¬ 
tention. 
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Tlio respondent Nos. 6, 7, and 9 moved a Special Leave 
Petition before the Siiprcnic Court of India wherennder 

the further proceedings were stayed by the Supreme Court. 

And thereafter bv an order passed by the Suoreme Court 

duted 26th of hcbrixiry,, 1982 Ihc learned Judges allowed 

the real and directed to strike out the names of the 

appellant in the said appeal. Under the cucunistunccs, 

Mr. R. K. Lala appearing on behalf gf the petitioner con¬ 
tended lliat althougii the names of the appellants were 

directed to be struck out from the array of the parties in 
the election petition but there had been*no order for 

expunging he allegations contained in the petition against 
them, Thereafter the luatter vvas pending before Mr. Justice 
Basak and Mrs. Justice Monjula Bose for a long time 
during which period the petition was not heard. 

Thereafter at the request for expeditious hearing of the 
matter from the Election Commissioner the Learned Acting 
Chief Jijstice Mr. Tarim Kumar Basu, .specially assigned 
the matter before this Court. The matter was placed 
before this Court on 11th of June, 1984 when this Court 
directed the matter to appear in the list of 13th of June, 
1984 marked as 'to be mentioned’. On ]3tli of June, 1984 
after hearing Mr. R. L. f-ala and Mr. Salil Kumar Ganguly 
for the respondents, the matter was placed in the list for 


19th of June, 1984 for heairng. On the 19tli of June, 
this Court after hearing the matter settled the issues and 
at the request of Mr. Ganguly Jlxed the matter for hearing 
on 19th of Jul'y. 1984. Such issues were settled relying 
upon the avermenls ipiide in the pleading as also the docu¬ 
ments including phofograph.s referred to by the petitioner. 
On the 19th of July, 1984 Mr. Lala and on behalf of the 
petitioner submitted that the petitioner wished not to 
proceed with the petition as a result this Court pas^d no 
order on this application.
